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ABSTRACT 

_ This paper presents an account of the floristic composition of Walayar, Malampuzha and 
Dhoni Reserve Forests, Palghat District, Kerala State. An enumeration of species, genera and 
families of Angiosperms and Pteridophytes is given. 


INTRODUCTION 

The area undertaken for the floristic account is 
constituted by the Walayar, Malampuzha and Dhoni 
Reserve Forests in Palghat District, Kerala State. 
The Walayar Reserve Forest lies between 76' 48'- 
76° 50 ' E and 10° 48 '-io° 52' N whereas the Mal¬ 
ampuzha and Dhoni Reserve Forests lie between 
76° 35'-76° 40' E and 10° 45'-io“ 54' N. The alti¬ 
tude of the places, where the collections were 
made, ranges from 60 m to 350 m though the ele¬ 
vation goes up to 1900 m at the top of Palamalai. 
Three seasonal visits were made to these forests 
during the months of July 1963 (I visit), October 
1963 (II visit) and May and June 1964 (III visit). 
As a result of these visits a collection of 478 taxa 
comprising of 342 genera and 100 families of flower¬ 
ing plants and ferns has been made and studied. 
Much of the collections were made in the forests 
of Walayar, Malampuzha and Dhoni, though some 
sporadic collections of plants were also made in and 
around Olavakkot town and Walayar Dam area. 
All the specimens collected and studied have been 
deposited in the Regional Herbarium, Botanical 
Survey of India, Southern Circle, Coimbatore with 
necessary field data and accession numbers. 

TOPOGRAPHY 

Dhoni Reserve Forest, Sappal hill forest and 
Eliwal blocks constitute'The Chenat Nair Reserve” 
which is situated on the Southern extremity of the 
Western Ghats ending at the Palghat Gap; its 
nearest point is only five miles from Olavakkot 
Railway Station. The main ridge ranging from 
1000 m to 1500 m in elevation runs from East to 
West and is cut up by numerous lateral spurs. The 
elevation rises from 100 m at the Reserve boundary 
to 1900 m at the top of Palamalai. The slopes above 


an elevation of 1000 m are clothed with only grasses 
while the ridges are rocky with very sparse vegeta¬ 
tion. 

The Walayar Reserve Forest is situated on the 
Northern side of the Eastern end of Palghat Gap, 
on and at the foot of Bolampatty hills. The Walayar 
river which forms almost the State boundary of 
Madras and Kerala States,* runs through the forest. 
There is hardly any perennial water source in these 
areas, though there are many swiftly flowing tem¬ 
porary streams and rivulets traversing the - forests 
at many places. 

SOIL AND CLIMATE 

Though the Bolampatty. frills are formed of gne- 
issic origin, the soil in the plains of Walayar forest 
is sandy loam and clayey humus, whereas on the 
slopes the soil is gravelly .and coarse. In certain 
places barren rocks are also found. In Dhoni Re¬ 
serve Forest the soil is more of clayey and gravelly 
than of sandy type. Rocky substratum is predomi¬ 
nant at the slopes of Malampuzha hills and clayey 
humus is met with in the plains of Malampuzha 
forest. 

The area under study experiences varying cli¬ 
matic conditions due to the considerable differences 
in the elevation between plains and ghats. The 
South west monsoon which precipitates the major 
part of the annual rainfall, bursts usually in the 
beginning of June. The heaviest downpours are in 
July and August. The average annual rainfall 
ranges from 110 cm to 250 cm. The maximum 
temperature varies from 90° F to 105° F and the 
minimum temperature varies from 50' F to 70* F. 

VEGETATION 

The vegetation of these forests is dry deciduous 
type (Chandrasekharan 1962) in the Walayar plains 
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as well as at the lower elevations and mixed type 
of vegetation is met with at the higher elevations 
of Walayar forest and at Dhoni Reserve Forest. In 
many places Teak and Rosewood plantations have 
been raised after deforestation. The tree species 
which are most commonly found in these forests 
are Hydnocarpus laurifolia Sleumer, Grewia tiliae- 
folia Vahl, Elaeocarpus tnunron Mast., Schleichera 
oleosa Gken, Holigarna atnottiana Hook, f., Seme- 
carpus anacardium Linn, f., Palbergia lanceolaria 
Linn, f Bauhinia racemosa Lamk., Xylia xylocarpa 
Taitb., Anogeissus latifolia Wall, ex Bedd., Termi¬ 
nally bellirica .(Gaertn.) Roxb., T . crenulata Roth, 
Adina cordifolia Hook, f., Hymenodictyon excel- 
sum Wall., Diospyros sylvatica Roxb., Alstonia 
scholarh R. Br., Gmelina arborea Roxb., Premna 
tomentosy Willd., Cleidion spiciflorum Merr., Ficus 
racemosa Linn, etc. The following are the very 
common shrubs and climbers in the forests: Helic- 
teres isora Linn., Glycosmis pentaphyUa Corr., 
Pterolobium hexapetalum Sant. & Wagh, Lawsonia

cosa DC., Wagatea spicata Dalz., Passiflora foetida 
Linn., Adenia wightiana Engl., Mukia maderas- 
patana Roem., Jasminum auriculatum Vahl, /, 
rottlerianum Wall., Ichnocarpus frutescens R. Br., 
Ipomoey, sepiaria Roxb. and Gymnema sylvestre 
Schult. Lantana camara Linn. var. aculeata Mol- 
denke has got in wherever the condition is favour¬ 
able and it is very prevalent on the hill slopes with 
the result that it is very difficult to penetrate 
through the thick bushes of this species. 

Species like Cleome viscQsa Linn., Portulaca ole- 
racea Linn., Poly gala bulbofhrix Dunn., Polycarpaea 
corymbosa Lamk., Naregqmia alata Wt. & Arn., 
Hibiscus lobatus Ktze., Zqrnia gibbosa Span., Mol- 
lugo cerviana Ser., Dentella repens Forst., Coldenia 
procumbens Linn., Trichodesma zeylanicum R. Br., 
Sesamum prostratum Retz., Pedalium murax Linn., 
Crotalaria verrucosa Linn., C. pusilla Heyne, Des- 
modium heterophyllum DC., D. triflorum DC., 
Glinus lotoides Linn., Scoparid dulcis Linn., Justicia 
simplex D, Don, Hyptis suaveolens Poit., Boerhavia 
punarnava Saha & Krishnamurthy, Euphorbia pros¬ 


trata Ait., E. thymifolia Linn., E . hirta Linn't, 
Pouzolzia auriculata Wt., Scilla hyacinthina Macbr., 
are the herbaceous plants occurring in these 
forests. Sedges and grasses are represented by the 
following common species: Cyperus aristatus

Henr. Species of Bambusa and Dendrocalamus are 
growing very densely throughout the forests mostly 
on the banks of Walayar river ; but as they were 
not flowering during the visits specimens could not 
be collected. 

Neptunia oleracea Lour., Sphenoclea zeylanica

water sources at Malampuzha, Olavakkot and 
Walayar Dam area. Aegineiia indica Linn. >vas 
found growing in abundance in Dhoni R. F. A 
few of the orchid species which could be collected 
in these forests are Acampe praemorsa Blatter & 
McCann, Habenaria digitata Lindl., H. plantaginea 
Lindl. and Aerides maculosum Lindl. Though 
these forests are not rich in Pteridophytic vegeta¬ 
tion, about sixteen species of ferns could be collected 
and out of which Cyclosorus extensus Ching, Lygo- 
dium flexuosum Sw., Adiantum caudatum Linn., 
A. philippense Linn., Cheilanthes tenuifolia Sw., 
Pteris quadriaurita Retz., P . vittata Linn, and 
Pyrrosia adnascens Ching are common. Ophioglos- 
sum costatum R. Br. is noticed commonly with 
other species like Drosera indica Linn, and Utricu¬ 
laria uliginosa Vahl on the moist slopes of Malam¬ 
puzha hills. In general, families like Papilionaceae, 
Euphorbiaceae, Gramineae, Cyperaceae and Rubia- 
ceae are well represented with species ranging from 
20 to 40 under each family. 

In the enumeration list, for each species frequency, 
the condition of flowering or fruiting, place of 
collection, collector’s name and collection number 
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are given. The classification of Bentham and 
Hooker is followed with delimitation of Hutchin¬ 
son’s classification in splitting up of a few families. 
The Species under each family are arranged in an 
alphabetical order. Every attempt has been made 
to bring the nomenclature upto date.
